" It is hardly proper for me to assume to 
give any opinion which would be consid- 
er d olticial until called upon by the City 
Council. I am still of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the Constitution, liberally con- 
strued, means that the viva voce style of 
voting should prevail in the city elections 
until November 180U. The Constitution 
is the supreme law of the state, and there 
is a serious question in the minds of some 
of our ablest lawyers as to whether the 
new election law has ever been legally 
passed. Ex Chief Justice Hines says ft 
is no law and Governor Brown is inclined 
to the same view. In the clause of the 
Constitution quoted it reads 'shall be 
elected or appointed as provided in thr 
charter of each respective town or city. 
Those who favor the secret ballot con 
the word 'provided' to refer only 
ucted or appointed.' Thus, if officers 
been heretofore elected they shall 
icted again, and if appointed, 
appointed, with no reference to the 
manner of voting. In regard to the 
latter they refer us to the new election 
- ' As provided in the charter' means 
what it says.

He also inclosed 
a letter of Dr. So the ran, which certified 
to Edwards' truthfulness. 

The officers then dropped the case. 
Rumor, however, kept the matter alive, 
and yesterday the health officer, spurred 
thereto by the newspapers, looked into 
the case and found that several wit- 
nesses volunteered to swear that Ed- 
wards did throw the ice in the alley. 
Since the date of Maud Myer s burial 
thirty-two coses of diphtheria have oc- 
curred in St Mary's court, fifteen of 
which proved to be fatal. 

They are all traceable, it is said, to 
the ice thrown in the alley by Edwards 
from off Maud Myers' coffin.

REEKING WITH GERMS. 

Tti# Heroic Cholera Teat of a Newspaper 

Hamiumi. Sept. ST.— The New York 
Herald's correspondent, Stanhope, who 
I* subjecting himself to the danger ol 
cholor. for the sake of testing Dr. Kmtt- 
kine's in.H-ulation vim*, o.ntinuee to 
U« and write bis experiences In the 
hospital at Eppendorl On Saturday 
he wrote: 

"I thought yesterday my time had 
come. I had a headache, nausea and 
tmrtttUMaaV. I was Yeeklng with chol- 
era," as the young doctor told me. 1 met 
Dr Knrnpf and Prof. Klebs a little 
"f course, you reek with chol- 
era,' said the latter. 'What do you 
expect after what you have gone 
through?' I find that everybody 
looks aerlousi when I tell them I 
hnve drunk Elbe water. Then It may 
develop within the nest four daya. 
We must ask you not to leave ua, so 
that we can keep you under our eyes.' 
There are but throe faces that were 
here when I came. The ward contains 
twenty beds. They were nearly all 
full then, and yet not one has gone 
alive." 

On Sunday Stanhope wrote; "One 
man died this morning and another late 
in the day. Ulttle Wllhelm, 12 years 
old, the favorite of the ward, was 
enough this morning to be transferred 
to another doctor. The poor little 
chap has seen more horrors in the last 
eight days than most of us see in a life- 

"He is the first patient 1 have known 
to leave the ward alivo. One of the 
women nurses died Monday morning, 
and another is In a bad way. Two of 
the men nurses have died and many 
others are suffering from chronic symp- 
toms. Washerwomen, also, have suf- 
fered severely, sixteen of them having 
been taken with cholera. 

"What would happen to them if they 
had done as 1 have done during the past 
few days— carriad the clothes of chol- 
era-stricken patients and cat as I did 
afterward, with hands unwashed? Yes- 
terday afternoon I drank my last dose 
of Elbt water. I have now taken it for 
four days. Those I have consulted here 
say that It Is enough to give me cholera 
twenty times. I am awaiting results. 
All ten patients of my ward excepting 
four have died. Intentionally I courted 
every means of contagion; the worst, 
drinking Elbe water, condemned by 
such men as Koch and every doctor here 
as rank poison. 1 hope that this test 1 
have made will satisfy most rational 
men. and prove of some utility. I feel 
confident it will prove true. There are 
those who will never be satisfied,"

In another column to-day we print a

It shows that there are forty-two tin 
plate establishments now in the United 
States; that the actual output for the 
quarter ending June 30th, 1892, was 
over 8,000,000 po UU dH, and the estimated 
output (of factories now in existence) 
for the year ending June 30th.

Ohav Oaiu.es. Hept 27.— Hon. Ornvcr 
Cleveland has given out his letter ol 
acceptance of the democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. He says: 

"Gentlemen— In responding to your 
formal notification of my nomination 
to the presidency by the national de- 
mocracy, I hope I may be permitted to 
say at the outset, that continued refloo- 
tton and observation have confirmed me 
in my adherence to the opinions which 
I have heretofore plainly and publicly 
declared touching the questions Involved 
in the canvass. 

» "This is the time, above all others, 
when these questions should be consid- 
ered in the light afforded by a sober 
apprehension of the principles upon 
which our government is based and a 
clear understanding of the relation it 
bears to the people for whose benefit It 
was created. We shall thus be supplied 
with a test by which the value of any 
proposition relating to the maintenance 
and administration of our government 
can be ascertained, and by which the 
justice and honesty of every political 
question can be judged. If doctrines 
or theories are presented which do not 
satisfy this test loyal Americanism 
must pronounce them false and mis- 
chievous 

"The protection of the people in the 
exclusive use and enjoyment of their 
property and earnings concededly con- 
stitutes the especial purpose and 
mission of our free government 
This design is so interwoven 
with the structure of our plan of 
rule that failure to protect the citizen 
in such use and enjoyment or their un- 
justifiable diminution by the govern- 
ment itself. Is a betrayal of the people's 
trust. 

"We hove, however, undertaken to 
build a great nation upon a plan espe- 
cially our own. To maintain it and to 
furnish, through its agency, the means 
for the accomplishment of national ob- 
jects, the American peoplo are willing 
through federal taxation to surrender 
part of their earnings and income, 

"Tnriff legislation presents a familiar 
form of federal taxation. Such legisla- 
tion results as surely In a tax upon the 
dailv life of our people as the tribute 
pai.i directly into the hand of the tax- 
faVthar.
